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THE SIXTEENTH AMEfiDMEST 

I* 1776, tba people of tba colonic* of Great 
Britain, ont of which anbaaqurntly grew the 
United State* of America, iaaued their ever 
memorable Declaration of Independence. It 
began by declaring that " all men (not • part! 
are created equal ; that they are endowed by 
their Ormtor with certain inalienable nghut. 
among which are life, liberty and the pursuit of 
happiness." 

'• To aecnre theee right*, government* are in- 
atitnted among mem. deriving their )u*1 j*wrrt 
from tht consent of the governed. ” 

In three few word* are embodied and subli- 
mated. not only the entire essence of the De- 
claration itself, but the whole spirit and gemu* 
of republican liberty, if such liberty be possible 
among men. “ All men are created equal " ; 
created by whom, God or government* ’ " En- 

dowed with certain inalienable right* " En- 
dowed by whom ? God,»tbe Creator, or by ron- 
atitntion and government ? Government* "de- 
nve their juat power* " from whom, or from 
whence ? from uthitr malt citizen* only ? We 
tried that. W T e kept to it a while. We made a 
constitution and framed a government W* 
kept to it alao until the javelin* of civil war 
pierced the heart* of a million of brave men. 
and washed oni the word white with then life- 
blood, making the government, by no much. 
whiter and purer than ever l*efore Tboma* 
Jefferson, it i* aaid. wrote the Declaration of 
Independence But the Eternal f^od wrote the 
interpretation thereof, in the mid*t of fiercer 
lightning* and louder thunder* than ever ahook 
Mount Sinai, nr astonished the nation* of the 
earth. And then more amendment* to the con- 
stitution must be patched on. A doaem patehe* 
had been sewed on already Bn! a thirteenth 
wa* now needed It ws* nailed "The Thir- 
teenth Article of Amendment*." The people 
pretend to have done th* mendino. but they 
didn't It wa* done by the aarnc invisible. 
Almighty power that in a four year* bloody war 
interpreted the Declaration of Independence, 
and brought lour million* of African alave* out 
ot more than Egyptian t*ondage That Thir- 
teenth Amendment said. " Neither slavery, nor 
involuntary servitude, except a* a punishment 
tor crime shall exist in the United States, 
or in any place subject to their jurisdiction 
Except a* a penalty for crime ' Why lhal 
e i caption ? Will the United Statee government 
fiermil any s*ste to make that s.avery which the 
wai overthrew, o penally for crime * I<et ary of 
them try it if they dare I But why that shame 
ful, prepoaterow* nae of word* ? — *' Eacept a* 
punishment for crime " 

But alnoe the thirteenth, we have had amend 
metil* fourteenth and fifteenth already rati- 
fied. if the President dared te say *o, by the

Return now to that boasted thirteenth consti- 
tutional amendment •• Ther^wbaU be neither 
slavery dot involuntary servitude, except sa a 
penalty for crime ' And now one step more 
back to the Declaration of Independence, with 
iti ' • government* derive all just powrt from the 
consent of tba governed " ofrien. or where was 
woman's consent ever given, or even asked, to 
one single act on ail our statute books? Hare, 
then, i* woman, just where tb* Revolutionary 
Mothers were before tb* Father* had rent the- 
British yoke from tbeu own Decks, and fastened 
it on the neck* and limb* of half a million 
slave* and tbeir posterity, through sewn gen- 
eration* of |hem . and on all the women of the 
nation, from that day to the present ' Hare are 
' ' slavery and involuntary servitude " w.th a 
vengeance. If just power* can only be derived 
"from the consent oi tb*- govemad.' from 
whence are derived such u.gumt power* as the 
government thn* exercise* unto thi* bonr ? 
Powers, which, were they exercised over men. 
would be resisted to the last dollar and drop 
of blood ? 

Putting altogether then, we have and have 
had. our Declaration of Independence, o nr Re- 
volutionary war. our constitution with twelve 
amendments, our lour year*' of terrible civil war. 
and then a pompous " Bill of Civil Rights, ao 
called, in many section* and three more amend- 
ment* to the Federal constitution, and only one- 
half our citizen* are to-day ao tree a* waa 
Washington fighting French and Indian* under 
Gen. Braddock and <*eorge HI., or Putnam and 
Warren facing British marine and musketry on 
Bunker Hill' All the mighty machinery of 
Declaration*. Revolution*. Constitution*, Con- 
stitutions! Amendment* and Civil Right* Bills 
for more than eightv year* only availed to estab- 
lish a bastard republicanism of trhift male citi- 
zenship T«n more fright fol years, whose ‘his- 
tory can never be adequately written, until new

The Convention opened on W’^dnerelny. and 
the whole week was none too long to complete 
its work, for it did not close until Saturday 
night. Delegation* were piesent from many 
counties, and their report* showed how well 
the seed sown broadcast over that immense 
region, is taking root. Ail clanse* and calling*, 
too, appear to have been represented, and wo- 
men as well as men bore conspicuous and hon- 
orable part, a woman.

CONVENTION. 


Pkiu. 11L, March It, 1870 
Dkab Revolt mow . The great event of the 
mm'iti than far has been otxr Womtn « Hnffrage 
Convention, which cloned it* session* yester- 
day. The meeting succeeded far beyond the 
hope* of it* bent friend h. The qnesbon of Wo- 
man Suffrage hue neve% been agitated here to 
any grrai extent until qnite recently — in fact 
since Mrs Stanton's Hectare ln*t February 
People did not know just how thing* atood 
until this Convention wan called, and every one 
waa compelled to avow himself for or against it 
It waa known that two or three influential wo- 
men of the city wer no/ in favor of it— and many 
were fearful that they would draw after them a 
large number of adherent*. The sequel showed 
that their fear* were unfounded— only two or 
three “ weak sister* " have been discovered, 
and, aa yet, but one gentlemaD. 

Rouse's Opera House waa filled in the after- 
noon by a large audience, although the day wm 
cold and exceedingly atotmy. Mr . B- L. T. Hour- 
land. one of our prominent citizen* called the 
meeting to order, and E. O. Johnson. Esq., a 
noted lawyer, waa chosen President On taking 
hia seat, he expressed his b**arty approval of 
and sympathy wilh the movement. The usual 
officers were chosen pro. tern. Busan B. An- 
thony was then introduced and gave in her clear, 
vigorous manner a short sketch of the Woman's 
Right? movement in the east, electrifying the wo- 
men with her own spirit of daring and inspiring 
them to renewed effort in behalf of their sex. 
With her energetic, nervous demos nor, she 
seems the very incarnation of dogged work- 
leaving nothing to luck, but providing before- 
hand tor every vicisitude or accident that may 
l»efall her cherished plans. 

A committee on resolutions and permanent 
organization wr»* appointed, snd after general 
discussion on business matters the Convention 
adjourned till afternoon. 

At 2 oc’.ock a still larger audience assembled. 
The Committee on Resolutions reported the 
following :
